8. The subject matter of the independent claim could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The prior art does not disclose or render obvious 
the combination as claimed specifically including an elongate probe having a linear 
portion and a portion that conforms to the curvature of the eye for insertion between the 
eye socket and the sclera and a needle movably disposed within the elongate probe, 
wherein movement of the needle from an inactive to operative position causes the 
needle tip to deform and to pierce the sclera to a predetermined depth but not to pierce 
the retina and allow fluid delivery in combination with the other elements of the claims.
